General Features of Los Angeles Society. 


‘Los Angeles isa city which is pre- 
verbial for its Sabbath quiet and good 
order. It is a city of churches, which 
are all well attended by intelligent 
and attentive audiences. It has as 
good a share of pulpit talent as any 
city of its size in the country, and, or- 
dinarily, there is as little here to offend 
Christian sentiment as in the towns of 
quiet, Sabbath-loving New England. 

The change which has taken place in 
this respect within a few years isa 
noticeable one. The new element of 
life which has mixed and mingled with 
the old current has brought with it re- 
strictive forces. The ancient cock 
fight, which once afforded amusement 
to the careless native on the Sabbath 
afternoons, is a thing of the past. The 
turbulence of gaiety has vanished from 
our Sabbath streets, and the throngs 
that fill them are, in the majority, 
church-goers on their way to worsbip. 

These facts give character to our 
community. They proclaim to home- 
seekers that here is the place where 
may be nurtured the principles which 
they have 89 long reverenced, and the 
institutions which they have been 
taught to cherish. 

Los Angeles is, in a large sense, a 
Christian city, aud popular sentiment 
is strongly in favor of all that pertains to 
it. Flagrant violations of Sabbath pro- 
prieties would arouse as speedy indig- 
nation and rebuke as would be accorded 
to them in any city of the country. 

Another thing that commends itself 
is the general regard for law and order 
which prevails. True, with the large 
influx which is constantly pouring in 
upon us, somewhat of the disorderly 
element finds its way among us. But 
such is the case in all rapidly-growing 
towns. There is less of it here, per- 
haps, than one would naturally expeci. 
The sense of secttrity from outrage is a 
prevailing one. The law has been 
quick to punish the criminal and to visit 
upon him the reward of his evil deeds. 
Of course there are outrages, and 
numerous ones, committed in our 
midst, but the perpetrator of them no 
longer feels safe. He feels that the 
strong hand of the law is liable at any 
moment to be laid upon him, so that 
he is not bold in wrong doing, but 
stealthy, cautious: and always on the 
defensive. Life and property are as 
secure here as inany community where 
men are congregated in large numbers. 
There is less of thievery, fewer bold 
robberies and outrage than in the ma- 
jority of older cities of the size of Los 
Angeles. 

Socially, Los Angeles presents a large 
element of refinement and culture. 
Within the past two er three years, 
especially, have the people coming here 
to begin life again in this more favor- 
able climate, been people of wealth, of 
large opportunities and of refined in- 
telligence. The great East has been 
sending the best of her people, the 
children of her churches, of her 
schools and universities; her mas- 
ters of science and. literature, her 
skilled mechanics and her finished 
scholars to swell our growing popu- 
lation. The effect of their coming is 
seen in our rapidly ~multiplying 
churches, our new institutions of 
learning, and the increased tendency 
to foster all that goes to intrease cul- 
ture and general intellectual advance- 
ment. The Los Angeles of today has 
all the elements necessary to the best 
social life of a community and to its

Of interest to Viticulturists. 


Attention has hitherto been called to 
the new and as yet unknown disease 
which is seriously affecting vineyards 
about Orange and other southern sec- 
tions ofthis county. Last fall F. Lam- 
son Scribner, au agent of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, made a visit of 
inspection to this coast to study upthe 
matter. Tne Times is in receipt of 
the following circular, in which Mr. 
Scribner telis what he did not find: 

NO DOWNY MILDEW IN CALIFORNIA. 

Early in theseason of 1886 a circular, 
containing questions relative to the mil- 
dews which attack the vine, was sent out 
by this department tothe viticulturists of 
The replies from California 
asserted that the downy mildew, or 
a ba — pe of the vine, prevailed to an 

njurious extent in the southern part of that 
State, and also in the region north of San 
neisco, and from this evidence the su 
d infected areas were indicated on 
map showing the distribution of this fun- 
us disease in the United States, published 
n the report of the Mycologist, in the an- 
nual report of the department for 1886.

In view of this it is strongly urged upon the 
viticulturists of California to exercise every

far greater than it is at present in any of 
the Eastern States, as the varieties culti-

it is of special interest to note also that 
no signs of the black-rot of grapes, the most 
serious disease of the vine in the States 
east of the Mississippi, were se2n in the 
vineyards@f California.

All ought 
to be especially watchful for their ap 
ance, and, upon the first evidence ef the 
introduction of eithér, every effort should 
be made at once to destroy them.

Startling Figures as to the Use of the 
Public Money. 


The Aecused Official Says He Is the Vie- 
tim of Conspiracy. J 
He Charges That the Accusations are the Result of 
Spite on the Part of Boruck and Defeated 
Candidstes for the Libra- 
rian’s Berth. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN Francisco, Dee. 18.— [Special.] The 
examination of the books of the State 
Librarian which Gov. Waterman has asked 
Controller Dann to make, will, it is 
claimed, show either cross mismanagement 
or something worse. The Chronicle this 
morning publishes tables showing the 
amounts drawn each year on the State 


Library fund since the incumbency of 


Librarian Wallis, and the amounts paid 
from the fund on Controllei's warrants for 
the purchase of books, for eataloguing, for 


the salary of deputy librarian and other 


expenses. By the first table it is shown 
that the expenses of the library since 1883, 
beginning with Wallis’ incumbency, have 
beet $882,212.45. At the end of June, 1882, 
there w 54,460 volumes in the library, 
represen a value of $426,519.65. The 
expenses of the library during the last 
fiscal year alone exceed by mare than 
$10,000 those of 1883. The number of books, 
however, added since that time will not 
reach above 8000. Since January, 1885, the 
sum of $26,865 is alleged to have been ex- 
pended for books, while the amounts 
drawn for cataloguing foot up $7672.76. The 
deputy to whom Gov. Waterman alluded 
when he charged Wallis with keeping in the 
employ of theState arrassistant in the employ 
of a private corporation, has to his account 
$1445; for salaries of officers to November 
10, 1887, $14,000; for repairs and cleaning, 
$716.58, making for the period of 23 months 
from January, 1885, to November 10, 1887, 
a grand total of $50,697.39. 

These tables, if correct, show that the 
expenditures each year have rapidly in- 
creased, without apparently any material 
benefit accruing to the library; and the ex- 
perting of the books by Controller Dunn 
will undoubtedly be so thorough as to call 
for the removal of Wallis or his acquittal 
from the charges previously made. 

Wallis himself, however, wants the books 
experted and the matter settled. Accord- 
ing to the Chronicle, he makes grave 
charges in turn, claiming that the Governor, 
by not disclosing his informants’ names, 
gives him uo opportunity to vindicate his 
reputation. Said Mr. Wallis: “I am told 
by the secretary of the Executive Depart- 
ment that if he doesn’t succeed in remov- 
ing me, he will create public sentiment 
against me through the press. I don’t fear 
Mr. Boruck, for 1 have been receiving his 
abuse ever since 1880, when I refused to 
assist him in the passage of a bill drawn by 
Albert Hart to legislate Mr. Cravens, my 
predecessor, out of office. I was then em- 
ployed in the State Library, and through 
my efforts succeeded in defeating the pet 
measure of Mr. Boruck. He then swore 
vengeance, and has followed me ever since; 
and now, assisted by Cravens, whom he 
would have legislated out of office were it 
not for my interference, and who has 
been one of my most persistent perse- 
cuters, he is endeavoring to accomplish 
thatend. In 1883 Cravens tried to havethe 
board of trustees legislated out of office, in 
which purpose he was assisted by Mrs. 
Laura Morton. When that failed he was 
one of the movers of the investigation in 
1883 and 1884, at which time 1 was vindi- 
cated, In conjunction with Mrs. Morton, 
he tried to carry this perseoufion of me into 
the Legislature of 1887, and failed again. 
After the adjournment of that Legislature 
he became an ‘appiicant for the position of 
trustee of the State Library, and wovld 
pobably have succeeded had not Add C.

library since 1882 have emanated from a 
defeated candidate for this office, disap- 
pointed applicants for the positions, and 
dismissed employés.” Concerning the 
charge of having books bound under con- 
tract by a private firm, Mr. Wallis 
said in 1883 the State Printer stated 
that no approprfation for binding books 
for the State had been made, and he had no 
surplus money on hand to do the work. 
As far as its bearing on the taxpayers is 
concerned, all expenses incurred by the 
State Library, other than the salaries of 
Librarian, two deputies and a porter, are 
paid from the library fund, which was not 
raised by taxation, but exists by reason of 
fees from the office of the Secretary of 
State, as provided in the Political Code, 
section 416. At the last session he was 
called before the committee of the Senate 


and the subject of an additional deputy 


was discussed. The committee said that 
the board had authority to appoint one, 
and that there was a large library fund 
upon which to draw; that the rate of taxa- 
tion was already so great that nothing 
was more proper than that we should pay 
for all additional help out of the fund.“

Senator Ingalls’ Novel. 
Washington Dispatch.; 
A close friend of Senator n 
says that his novel will not be ready 
for publication for some time to come. 
He has, however, the plan of it mapped 
out, and he has been preparing for it 
for years. The scene will, it is said, be 
laid partly in Washington and partly 
in the West, and the c cters will he 
the well-known men and women of the 
epoch under assumed names. The 
period will extend from the sitting of 
the Electoral Commission in 1876 and 
1877 to the culmination of the Garfield 
tragedy. - It will be diversified with de- 
scription, narration and incidents of 
saventens. and it will contain the ma-
